MR. EDITOR : Quite a sensation in the Treas- 


ury Department, has been excited within a few 
days. A gentleman of Cincinnati, Mr. Henry 
B. Blackvrell, has been taking up, for himself 
and othera, some fifty thousand acres of School 
Lands. The custom in the Treasurer's Depart- 
ment is to give separate Certificates on every 
forty acres, instead of one certificate for the 
whole of each- body of land entered, and upon 
each certificate fe«e, amounting to $1,25, are 
charged. These fees, in Mr. Blackwcll's. ca»e, 
amounted to somewhere about $ 1,000. H e paid 
the amount, but informed the officers that he 
would enter in it against them for overcharges. 
He accordingly employed Messrs. Orton, At- 
wood & Ortou, aa his Attorneys, and left the 
suit, I am informed, in their hands. I presume 
there are two questions arising in the case : 1st, 
Does the law require that the certificate shall 
be'given on each 40 acres, or upon all the lane 
taken in one body ? and 2d, Does the law allow 
more than fifty cents aa the fee of officers, on 
each certificate 1 Should these questions be 
answered by judicial decision in the negative 
it will full heavily upon toe Treasurer to have 
to refund all that may he demanded by virtue 
of the decree. 


Haying no personal interest at present in this 


question, I can scarcely decide in what direc- 
tion my sympathy chiefly lies—whether in he- 
half of those who paid more than the law re- 
quired of them, or of those who are to be tht 
sufferers by refunding. 
If these ofncqrs acted 


from a misconception of their rights and duties 
it would be a pity that they should have to re- 
fund to those who, notwithstanding the over- 
charge, have made, or are making, handsome 
speculations on these lands. I am not among 
those who believe that the officers of Govern, 
merit are to be poorly paid, altho' I am a deci- 
ded advocate for retrenchment and economy 
It ia not in the salaries or fee* of officers, that 
extravagance of expenditure is mostly to be 
found, but in the reckleaneas witb which appro* 
priatlons are made and in the wastefulness of 
those who care more about their private inter- 
ests than economizing for tbe State. If it be 
true that the Treasurer and hit clerks have 
charged these fees in accordance with legisla- 
tive enactments, then is the Legislature charge- 
able with establishing a system for the mere 
purpose of conferring fees. If I enter a whole 
Section of land, is it not as easy to write a cer- 
tificate for a section as for the sixteenth of a 
section 7 Why, then, lumber me up with six- 
teen certificates »nd make me pay sixteen dol- 
lars inttood of one? Again, why aot give the 
officer a living salary at once, and net tempt him 
by the expectation of a fee to go aside from the 
impartial adminintration of his duties ? 


I have not entered any of these School Lands 


for myself, but I got somewhere about seven or 
eight hundred acres for a friend, and for this 
have nineteen different certificates for which ] 
paid one dollar and twenty-five cents each. I 
of course, supposed the officer wat charging me 
according to a legal requirement. Bnt I really 
could not understand why such legal require- 
ment, since tbe State gets no benefit from It 
and the officer receives a regular salary. I hav« 
no reatdn to suppose that the gentlemen in the 
Treasury Department would violate tbe conn 
denoe the people have reposed in them, for, in 
my intercourse with their office, I have found 
them obliging and honorable; bat, if these mat- 
ters are indeed left to their own arrangements 
and not property regulated and restricted by 
law, it ft to be expected that even the mo*
